Yasser Arafat, chairman of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization, 
whose prestige has been greatly 
enhanced by a UN invitation to 
address the General Assembly next 
month, was last night reported τὸ 
be an “action plan" au- 
thorizing him to proclaira the cre- 
ation of a Palestinian government 
in exile. 

The Beirut-based “official Pales- 
tinlan news agency,” WAFA, said 
the plan calls on Arab leaders to 
sweep aside all Jordanian claims 
to. sovereignty over the West Bank 
by declaring the PLO “the legitl- 
mate and only authority for the 
Palestinian people in its entirety.” 

Arafat's move was reported 
shortly after two extremist mem- 
bers of the PLO — Ahmed Jibril, 
head of the PFLP-General Com- 
mand, and Dr. George Habash — 
lashed out at the PLO's involve- 
ment in a possible Middle East 
poHtical settlement and possible re- 
concivation with Jordan. 

The conference went into a 35- 
minute closed session after it was 
inaugurated by host Moroccan King 
Hassan and the secretary-general 
of the Arab League, Mahmoud Rlad. 

Both Hassan and Riad called on 
Jordan's King Hussein and the 
PLO to bury their differences over 
the shape of a future Palestinian 
entity. In a keynote speech, Riad 
warned Arab leaders that Israel 
was “striving to increase its miH- 
tary and economic potential in pre- 
paration for a new attack on the 
Arabs. Its alms have not changed, 
namely expansion and annexation 
of Arab lands, and the destruction 
of the Palestinian people.” 

Facing each other across oval 
tables at the ballroom of the Rabat 
Hilton, Arab leaders were divided 
into three camps:

. Russian Culture Minister 
Ekaterina Furtseva dies 


MOSCOW (Reuter). — Culture Min- 


here of a heart attack on Friday 
at the age of 63. 
Furtseva, who worked in ἃ 


(now the Politburo) In 1957 and 
three years later was appointed Cul- 
ture Minister. In 1961 she was drop- 
ped from the Kremlin’s top leader- 
ship, but retained considerable in- 
fluence as a minister. 

Her zest and charm helped ἃ good 
deal during her long period in charge 
of Soviet cultural affairs, as Western 
countries persistently accused the 
Russians of restricting their writers 
and artists. 


Mrs. Furtseva's career was closely 


linked with that of former party 
leader Nikita Khrushchev, who was 
a close personal friend of hers, 


As he rose to become Party Chief 
and Prime Minister, she followed in 
his wake to head the Moscow party 
committee before joining the Pre- 
sidium. 

‘When Khrushchev came under at- 
tack from most of the Presidium 
shortly afterwards, she stormed in- 
to party headquarters here and 
helped organise an emergency meet- 
ing of the larger Centra] Committee, 
which overturned the verdict of his 
opponents. 

This triumph for Khrushchev and 
his backers formed the basis for his 
authority in the party over the next 
eight years. 

Mrs. Furtseva dropped from pub- 
lic view for several weeks in 1959. 
It was rumoured that she slashed 
her wrists after a quarrel with 
perty leaders, but this was never 
confirmed. She looked thin and hag- 


ughter. gard when she reappeared. 


She came under another cloud of 
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rumour this year when widespread 
Moscow gossip sald she had built ἃ 
lavish dacha (country house) with 
state funds. 

The rumours predicted her down- 
fall, but she was named Culture Min- 
ister again after summer elections, 
although she lost her seat in par- 
Mament. εν 

Mrs. Furtseva recently accepted an 
invitation to visit Mexico in Novem- . 
ber, and observers took this as & 
formal indication that she had emer- 
ged politically unscathed from the 
dacha affair. 

As Culture Minister she brought 


artist Mare Chagall back to the © 


Soviet Union in June last year after 
over 50 years in exile for an exhibi- 
tion of his works. 

She praised Chagall and other 
symbclists as “magnificent artists,” 
although she was a stern opponent 
of modern art “which does not serve 
the people.” 

She once attacked Alexander Sol- 
zhenitsyn as an “active opponent of 
Soviet reality.” 

Western and Soviet critics often 
questioned Mrs, Furtseva's intellec- 
tual qualifications for her high role 
in party and government affairs and 
suggested that Mr. Khrushchev pro- 
moted her as a symbo! of a new deal 
for Soviet women. 

But her organisational abilities 
were rated highly, and in meetings 
with Western impresarios, diplomats, 
artists and journalists she showed 2 
gift for repartee. 

As Culture Minister she did not 
form cultural policy — a party 
prerogative — but often had to fend 
off Western critics hoping for lenient 
treatment of dissident intellectuals 
end 8. more rapid thaw in Soviet 
cultural life. 

Mrs. Furtseva was married to De- | 
puty Foreign Minister Nikolai Fir- 
yubin. They had a daughter and a 
son.

The police had issued a 
composite sketch oof the suspect 
provided by one of his victims who
